During his journey to Mexico, says 


the New Tork Tribune, General Grant 
will have an opportunity to revisit the 
scenes of his fintt military exploits.

Giant's career in Mexico has been al- 
most forgotten in the light of his great 
achievements during the war of the re- 
bellion.

He was only 23 years old when, 
as a stripling officer just out of West 
Point, he was sent to Texas with his 
regiment. He fought at Palo Alto, 
Besaca de la Palma and Monterey, and 
then went to join Scott before Vera 
Cruz. He missed the battle of Bnena 
Vista by this transfer, but with the 
single exception of that engagement, he 
took part in every battle of the war. 
There were few other officers who had 
the luck to be where the fighting was 
hardest from the beginning to the end 
of that struggle. Moliue del Bey gave 
him his promotion to a First-Lieuten- 
ancy, and his behavior at Chapul tepee 
earned him a brevet Captaincy. No 
doubt those promotions gave him more 
pleasure than all the honors he has 
since received.

COXVBtTICI T TKAMP LAW. 


The following is a copy of the Con- 


necticut "Tramp Law." The salutary 
influence of tnis statute is endorsed by 
the people of Connecticut, who are now 
comparatively free from the nuisance 
of indolent, begging tramps: 


AN ACT CONCERNING TBAMPS. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House 


'of Bepresentatives in General As- 
sembly convened: 


SECTION 1. 
Every tramp shall be 


punished by imprisonment in the State 
Prison not more than one year. 


SEC. 2. All transient persons who 


roani about from place to place, begging, 
and all vagrants living without labor, or 
visible means of support, who stroll 
over the country without lawful occa- 
sion, shall be held to be trumps without 
the meaning of this Act. 


SEC. 3. Any act of beggary or va- 


grancy by any person not a resident of 
this State, shall be prima facie evidence 
that the person committing the same is 
a tramp within the meaning of this Act. 


SKC. 4. Any tramp who shall will- 


fully and maliciously injure any person, 
where such offense is not now punisha- 
ble by imprisonment in the State Prison, 
or shnll be found carrying any firearm 
or other dangerous weapon, shall be 
punished by imprisonment in the State 
Prison not more than three years. 


SEC. 5. Any sheriff, deputy-sheriff, 


constable, special constable, or police- 
man, upca view of any offence described 
in this Act, or speedy information there-

Frankfort-on-the-Moin now contain- 


ing a population of 100,000, is reported 
to be the richest city of its size in the 
world. If its wealth were equally divid- 
ed among its inhabitants, every mail, 
woman and child would have, it is said, 
20,000 marks, or some $5,000 apiece. 
There are, as may be supposed, a good 
many poor people in the town, bat the 
citizens are, as a whole, in unusually 
favorable circumstances, more so, prob- 
ably, than the citizens of any other cap- 
ital in Germany or Europe. It is as- 
serted that there are 100 Frankforters 
worth from $4,000,000 to $7,000,000 
each, and 250 who are worth $3,000,000 
and upward. The city is one of the 
great banking centers of the globe. Its 
aggregate banking capital is estimated 
at $200,000,000, more than one-fourth 
of which the famous Rothschilds, whose 
original parent house is there, own and 
control. The annual transactions in 
bills of exchange are in excess of $100,- 
000,000. Its general trade and manu- 
facturing industries have greatly in- 
creased since the formation of the Ger- 
man Empire, to which Frankfort was 
originally averse, being a free city and 
opponent of Prussia, until coerced, in 
July, I860, by Gen. Von Falfcenstein, 
who entered it at the head of an army 
and imposed a fine of 31,000,000 florins 
for its insubordination. Frankfort is 
such a place for conventions and as 
semblies of all sorts that it is very apt 
to be full of strangers, and it is conse- 
quently very expensive and by no means 
pleasant to tarry in.

YORK'S MU.UONAIBKS.—It 
is 


said and doubtless truly, that in 1830, 
a little less thau 50 years ago, only one 
citizen of New York, John Jacob Astor, 
wus worth more than 
$1,000,000. 


Nothing can better illustrate the growth 
of wealth here thau this fact, which now 
seems surprising enough. Millionaires 
are very plenty ir. these days, so very 
plenty that they are hardly taken into 
account. Every few days somebody 
lies leaving an estate valued at over 
$1,000,000, and yet the mass of our old 
inhabitants may not have heard of his 
name. It hits been asserted that there 


The oldest reigning sovereign is Wil- 


liam I., king of Prussia and emperor of 
Germany, bom in 1797, became king of 
Prussia, January 9,1861, and emperor 
of Germany January 18,1871. No other 
reigning monarch was born during 
(within) the last century. 


The sovereign whoae reign has been 


the longest ia Dom Pedro, who became 
emperor of Brazil April 7, 1831. The 
next longest reign, except in two small 
German States, is that of Victoria, who 
has been queen of England since 3\uu» 
20, 1837. 


Next in order cornea Maasr-ed-Deen, 


Shah of Persia, since September 10, 
1848, and Francis Joseph I., emperor of 
Austria (now Austro-Hnngary) since 
December 2, 1848. 


The youngest sovereign is Alphonso 


III. born in 1857, and king of Spain 
since December 30,1874. The last king 
crowned is Humbert I., who became 
king of Italy January 9, 1878. 


Edward III. of England, was the com- 


mon ancestor of all the present sover- 
eigns of Europe except the Sultan of 
Turkey and the king of Sweden—and 
also of the only emperor in the Western 
Continent. It ia noteworthy that Dom 
Pedro of Bra?il is more nearly related 
to Edward III. than any other ruler 
being of the 15th generation, while 
Victoria of England is of the 17th, as 
are also Alphonso XII. of Spain, Wil- 
liam I. of Germany, Christian IX. of 
Denmark, and Humbert I. of'Italy. 
Lewis, king of Portugal, and Francis 
Joseph I. of Austro-Hungary', are of the 
16th generation from Edward III., and 
Alexander II. of Bussia, Leopold II, of 
Belgium, and George I. of Greece, are 
of the 18th. 


The longest reign recorded in modern 


history is that of Louis XIV. of France, 
which was seventy-two years. 


The longest English reign was that of 


George III. who ruled sixty years. The 
reigns of Henry III. and of Edward III. 
were each, more than half a century. 


Victoria of Engl ind and Kuanzu of 


China, rule over more than one-half the 
entire popul it ion of the globe. 


Not only is the gracious queen of 


England connected by ties of consan- 
guinity with all but two of the sover- 
eigns of Europe, but also with several 
who would like to be kings, as Chaui- 
bord of France, who bides his time to 
be calleu to the throne as Henry V., and 
Ferdinand Philipe, Duke of Orleans, 
who came to America and served for a 
while on the staff of Gen. McClellen 
during the lute war. 


In all America there is but one crown- 


ed head, Dom Pedro, ruler of the largest 
country in South America, and all who 
witnessed the opening of. the Centennial 
Exhibition, and the starting of the ma- 
chinery in the great Machinery Hall, 
siw him standing by the side of the 
President of the great North American 
Republic, and both waiting the cou.- 
mand of an American mechanic to unf 
throttle the steam arteries of the giant 
engine, and set in motion the mazy 
acres of looms, lathes, spindles, drills, 
saws, and hundreds of tools and ma- 
chines, illustrating the industrial indus- 
tries of the world. There the uncrown- 
ed Corliss was king.
